If there is a high level of 
physical stimulation to the body, the sensory

A grand 
jury was convened, but its members could not come 
to any conclusion as to what had happened to Judge 
Crater, They theorized that the judge might have 
developed amnesia, mrighthave run away voluntarily, 
or been a crime victim. His wife disagreed with 
the first two possibilities, holding that he had 
been murdered by someone in the Tammany Hall 
organization, the political machine that controlled 
New York City at the time. The mystery remains 
unsolved to this day. Crater could have been killed 
murdered by a girlfriend 
by a Tammany Hall agent, erpirifriend-eottidt have 
mrurdered-him, or kidnapped by an organized crime 
group. He might in fact have suffered from amnesia, 
: he might have planned his own disappearance 
or 
by-him. Reports of Judge Crater sightings have 
continued to surface over the last several decades.
